My dear Mr. Granberg:- 
Your letter of January 29th at hand, and it is 
only to-day that I have had the time to answer it. The exhibition and 
catalogue have been my only excuse. 
ss The second 1804 dollar that you sent, I have 
studied carefully, and although I do not consider myself an autbority 
on this coin, I am giving you my opinion, as you have asked for it. 
To begin with, I consider no one knows absolutely everything about 
the 1804 dollar. Nevertheless the judgement of a large number of 
people, who Have made more or less a study of the subject, have standard- 
ized certain facts. I do not like it, having seen it some months ago, when 
Mehl had me make the illustrations for his catalogue. The obverse die is 
not kip obverse. die on any known Government production on the dollar dated 
1804. This has its weight, but is not conclusive. To my mind the figure 4 
itself tells the story. It is too large and clumsy to suit my fancy. Also 
it is not straight, not only on’ the coin, but also the upright stroke is not 
at right angles with the horizontal. I think the 4 has been sweated on. 
Some one told me at the Mint; that the heat test was not i 
often times it would not lift the ficure off.
